A hurricane of media coverage is swirling 
around a Sacramento State graduate who is 
auctioning off her virginity. 

The 22-year-old, who is using the pseud- 
onym Natalie Dylan for safety reasons, an- 
nounced the decision to sell her v-card on the 
Howard Stern radio show on Sept. 9. 

“We live in a capitalist society, Dylan said 
on the show. “Why shouldnt I be allowed to 
capitalize on my virginity?” 

Dennis Hof, owner of the Nevada brothel 
Moonlite Bunny Ranch, brought Dylan to 
Stern's attention. Dylan approached Hof with 
her sister, Avia, who worked at Hof’s ranch for 
three weeks two years ago. 

“Tve seen a lot of crazy things, but this is 
very unique, Hof said in a phone interview. 

With hundreds of offers already and bidding 
up to $275,000, Hof also claimed that a “rock 
star” and a “well-known male actor” contacted 
him and told him that they would outbid any 
other offers. 

The amount of media attention did not 
surprise Hof, but Dylan, who could not be 
reached for comment, told CBS13 News that 
the coverage was a little overwhelming. 

“T didn’t expect it to take off this much,” 
Dylan said. “I’m a big fan of anonymity and I 
did not expect any of this happen.” 

Hof said that Dylan had already passed a 
polygraph test verifying the authenticity of her 
chastity, but added that she is also willing to 
submit to a physical examination. 

“I think I’m very intuitive and I can sense if a 
person is genuine or not, so I’m definitely go- 
ing to be looking for that,’ Dylan told CBS13 
News. 

Dylan said she first got the idea to auction 
her virginity from a news story she read on the

While more versions of digital textbooks become available, students reluctant to make switch.

While electronic textbooks are becoming more available and easier to use, a 
new poll shows that a large BIaOUtY of college students still prefer the tradi- 


tional hard copy textbooks. 


A recent poll of 1, 500 college students nationwide conducted by AbeBabkes 
shows that 79 percent of students surveyed favor using traditional textbooks. 

Richard Davies, spokesperson for Abebooks, said that traditional textbooks 
are not going anywhere for several reasons. First of all, he said, there is no need 
for any batteries or wall outlet. Also, students can write notes directly on the 


pages and highlight any text they feel like, Davies said. 


However, one out of five students surveyed had used electronic books in the 
past, he said. Although it’s not a huge number, it’s significant enough to take 
note of, he said. The National Association of College Stores reports similar 
numbers to those in the AbeBooks poll. 

According to Davies, though e-textbooks are becoming popular and more 
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are investing in the electronic book technology and are making more textbooks 
available. Furthermore, more and more companies are creating new digital 
book technology, such as Sony with its E-Reader and Amazon.com’s Kindle. 

Companies like McGraw-Hill, Wiley, Thompson-West and Pearson Education 
are highly invested in this new form of educational media and are counting on 
students embracing it, said William Chesser, vice president and general man- 
ager of Ingram Digital Education Solutions. 

In a survey done by Ingram Digital, of 680 e-textbook users some common 

“motives for the switch to electronic textbooks were revealed. According to the 

survey, 47 percent believe that the cost of the electronic book compared to the 
print book was their biggest motivation. However, 46 percent identified the 
convenience of e-textbooks to be their biggest motivation and 45 percent said 
that the interactive features were their motivation. 

“Our survey shows that while the price of digital textbooks is important to 
consumers, so are other benefits of e-book technology,’ Chesser said.

The long awaited Science II building project will have 
to wait a little longer. Proposed budget cuts and a lack of 
funding have stalled the project, which was scheduled to 
be completed in 2010. 

Ronald Richardson, facilities manager at Sacramento 
State, said funding for the project through general obliga- 
tion bond measures will not be on the ballot in 2008-09. 
General obligation bonds are the most common bond 
measure used by CSU campuses for funding new con- 
struction. 

Without these funds, the architectural firm selected last 
year can't begin the design process. The earliest date new 
funding from the state could come is 2010. 

The chancellor's office is currently negotiating with the 
department of finance and the legislature to find new 
funding sources for the project. 

Clara Potes-Fellow, spokesperson for the CSU Chancel- 
lor‘s Office, said no progress has been made toward gain- 
ing funding for the Science II project. 

“When something does happen, it will be with state 
legislation,’ Potes-Fellow said. “The chancellor is looking 
for any opportunity to get funding.” 

One option that is being explored by the chancellor's 
office is leased revenue bonds. These bonds are repaid 
through income generated by the building. This is similar 
to the method used to obtain funds for the new residence 
halls and construction of the new bookstore. 

In May, the Legislative Analyst Office released the May 
budget review. The review recommended that cutting 
$490,000 from planning funds and reducing future build- 
ing costs would save more than $6 million. 

The review found the increase in laboratory space was 
unnecessary and questioned the need of incorporating a 
museum and a planetarium into the Science II building 
project. 

Initial plans included a museum and planetarium fund- 
ed by private donations. The review states the university 
had scaled the initial project down and incorporated it into

California’s budget impasse has consequences for Sac State

CCE state contracts go unpaid 

As the longest budget impasse in California's his- 
tory drags on, many businesses that have contracts 
with the state are not being paid. 

Sacramento State's College of Continuing Educa- 
tion is no exception. 

The college along with other state programs is 
suffering a loss of revenue due to the lack of fund- 
ing coming from state-run programs. 

“We are non-campus oriented, so the client 
base is the state of California, private sectors ... 
and individuals looking to improve 
working skills and 
leadership,’ said 
Alice Tom dean 
of the College 
of Continuing 
Education. 

The college 
is not funded 
through the univer- 
sity’s general fund. 


“We looked to take some of the courses and 
start them later in the year (or) add courses in 
the spring,’ Helfrich said. “Because we do serve 
government, we thought the passage of the budget 
would be late.” 

Yet, Helfrich said the entirety of the funding for 
the college doesn't come from the state agencies. 
About 50 percent of the programs at the college 
are for state agencies, Helfrich said. 

Tom also explained that the college is now 
competing with other consulting and training 
programs because many people are losing state 
agencies as clients. 

Because the state's budget is late more often then 
not, the college sets aside a rainy day 

fund, Tom said. So, although this 
budget is the latest in state history, 

she said the college is okay for a 
few more months.

Primary funding for the College of Continu- 
ing Education comes from the clients. Tom said 
the majority of Sac State's College of Continuing 
Education clients are state agencies. 

“We act like a private industry, customers come 
to us and develop business relationships,’ Tom 
said. “So sure it’s affecting us, we have existing 
contracts to provide (services), some of them have 
been put into suspension.” 

Jennifer Helfrich, director of Extension Programs 
at the college, said they anticipated a late budget 
so before the school year began, they were already 
planning... 


Each day, the number of participants in the 
college's programs changes because there is always 
a possibility that one or more state agencies will 
receive the “thumbs up” to train. 

“They are all on a day-to-day suspension,’ Tom 
said. “(The number of participants) changes on a 
fairly regular basis.’ 

For Helfrich, the hardest part of dealing with the 
stalled budget is the affect it has had on all Califor- 
nians, 

“I feel more concerned for the citizens of Califor- 
nia that are not getting their services that the state

Due to vacancies following last spring’s 
elections, Sacramento State’s Associated Stu- 
dents, Inc. appointed new directors to fill the 
three open seats on the governing board. 

The three appointments include Andres 
Perez, director of Arts and Letters, Hitesh 
Dewan, director of Engineering and Com- 
puter Sciences, and Sarah Couch, director of 
Undeclared Students. 

What makes someone setve a cause greater 
than oneself? What makes a person want to 
be a voice for so many others? Each person 
has his or her own answer to these questions, 
but to ASI’s newest directors, the overall 
answer was simple: They want to ensure 
their fellow students have a smoother path 
through which to achieve their goals. 

Their work includes extending opportuni- 
ties to new students and providing a voice to 
those who have yet to decide how to proceed 
in their college lives. ASI directors Perez, 
Dewan and Couch have been in those situa- 
tions, and are more than happy to guide their 
fellow students through the process. 

ASI President Miguel Cervantes said 
these students were appointed because they 
showed commitment to serving their fellow 
students. He hailed them as “exceptional can- 
didates to the current positions they hold” 

Perez, sophomore journalism major, started 


his Sacramento State career covering ASI for 
the State Hornet newspaper. After leaving the 
paper, he served as assistant to the previ- 

ous arts and letters director, Felix Barba. He 
wanted to become director of arts and letters 
to make a difference in his college life. 

“Out of all the organizations on campus, 
this is the one that has the most power, this is 
the one with the most money. This is the one 
that can get the most stuff done,” Perez said. 

“We're not dealing with pennies here; we've 
got a $10 million budget, and if we have that 
much money, there's that much more respon- 
sibility,’ he said. 

In addition to university fees, Sac State 
students also pay $126 to ASI. Since they 
are paying for ASI’s services, Perez feels it is 
particularly important to make sure stu- 
dents’ voices are heard, and that the student 
government keeps students’ interests first 
and foremost. To that end, Peres encourages 
those who rely on the student government to 
become more informed about their campus, 

“If you find out things (about the school) all 
of a sudden you're part of the school; all of a 
sudden, school is fun,” he said. 

Dewan, senior construction management 
major, has been a leader throughout his 
academic career. When he heard of the va- 
cancy from another ASI director, he said he 
signed up to make a difference for his fellow 
students. 

“Why not join in and see what I can do?”

Dewan asked. 

Many students in,the College of Engineer- 
ing and Computer Sciences, Dewan included, 
did not know they had representation on the 
ASI board, he said. He hopes that by repre- 
senting them, he can “make a little difference 
on my way out.’ 

“Maybe I can make a vision that is not just 
one year long,’ Dewan said. “But multiple 
years long, and have somebody carry it 
forward.” 

He added that engineering students would 
benefit knowing that someone in student 
government represents them, and mak- 
ing connections with their representatives 
will help them through college and into the 
future.

“Although e-textbooks are a good idea, it’s still 
not the same as having a concrete book in front of 
you. Also, not everyone has a laptop to use and a 
lot of teachers don't allow laptops in the classroom 
so that could be a problem,’ said Mayra Ramirez, 
junior international relations major. 

Although some have already started to make the 
switch, students still hold print textbooks in high 
regards. As new technology is developed and im- 
proved, only time will tell if students will ever fully 
make the switch to electronic textbooks.

University pays Cal Grants 

Sacramento State is helping keep its students out 
of debt this semester. 

The school has decided to award Cal Grants to 
qualifying students even though the state still 
has not passed a budget. The university is using 
money from its savings accounts to make sure 
financial aid is available. 

Funding for Cal Grants, money given to students 
to assist them in paying for tuition, books and 
living expenses while enrolled in universities, has 
not been distributed to colleges and universities 
by the state because there is no budget in place

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UC Davis have found ways to make sure students 
receive their financial aid. | 

According to the school’s financial aid website, 
all State University Grants, Cal Grants, Educa- 
tional Opportunity grants, and State Graduate 
Fellowships are still being distributed even though 
the state budget is still stalled. 

Money for the funding of these grants is coming 
from the school’s savings, said Emir Jose Macari, 
head of the University Budget Advisory Commit- 
tee and dean of the College of Engineering and 
Computer Science. The state is expected to reim- 
burse the university after the budget is passed. 

Financial aid recipients received a message 
regarding this year’s financial aid disbursements 
on the SacLink e-mail system, according to the 
financial aid office. Students were informed that

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Though some students at the financial aid of- 
fice last week did not seem bothered bythe fact 
that their aid is being paid out of the university's 
savings accounts, others think it shows a lack of 
responsibility coming from the Capitol. 

“(It’s) completely unfortunate that it’s come to 
the point that in order to get work done at the 
Capitol, they have to take drastic measures to get 
anything done,” said Rosie Downes, junior busi- 


Downes said it is important to acknowledge the 
significance of the school paying for the state's 


“I think this shows a dedication about Sac State 
that they are willing to take care of their students, 
but it’s just sad that the school has to take care of 


The financial aid administrators decided, upon 
hearing that student grants would not be paid by 


the state, decided to fund them anyway, said Craig 
Yamamoto, director of Financial Aid. 

“Why did we do it? Because we know that stu- 
dents need those monies to pay their enrollment 
fees, books, living expenses,’ Yamamoto said. 

Yamamoto also explained students still receiving 
money aren't being affected as adversely as those 
with competitive grants. 

“If these are not included in the budget that 
would impact those students,’ Yamamoto said. 
“(But) if they do have funds, they will go ahead 
and award them.”

which were being saved for the Science II project, 
have been spent. ! 

“The funds were used to complete existing proj- 
ects,’ Richardson said. “These are projects that have 
been started or already completed. Some of the 
funds were used to pay for equipment so the build- 
ings could be opened.’ 

The earliest date construction of the Science II 
classrooms and labs can be completed would be fall 
2012, Richardson said. 

The next step for the project will be meetings 
conducted between the architectural design firm 


working on the project and the university to develop 
site plan drawings. 

The architectural firm hired for the project is 
WRNS Studio in San Francisco. Mitch Fine, WRNS 
Studio architect, is the head of the project. 

“We will decide what types of spaces, how big the 
spaces need to be and how the different departments 
will interact with each other,’ Fine said. “We will 


wrap up this year with spreadsheet data, and the 


project will go dormant again.’ 

The Science II building project began in 1999, 
when faculty at Sac State identified a need for more 
advanced labs and new science classrooms. 

The building was initially expected to be approxi- 


mately 135,000 square feet. The last projections were 
for an 81,490 square foot facility. Initial cost esti- 
mates for the project were $97 million. The current 


estimate of the price of the building is $87.6 million. 


In addition to building the Science II expansion, 
Brighton Hall and Humboldt Hall will be demol- 
ished once the new building is open. Demolition 
costs will come from funds not included in the 
bonds needed for construction. ‘The biological sci- 
ences and chemistry departments will move from 
Sequoia Hall to the new building. 

Richardson said there have been no major projects 


funded through general obligation bonds since 2006. 


Sac State receives about $1 million per year from 


these types of bonds. 

Richardson said the budget issues are “just the 
nature of the process.’ 

“We have to assume Science II is going to be built, 
because if we are not ready, we will lose out when 
funding is available,’ Richardson said. “We will be 
in a better position after taking a closer look at the 
project.’

Colberg always admired how Burke could take criticism given 
to her so she could realize what she needed to improve on. 

“She has many nice qualities, but as an athlete, she has been 
able to take coaching (and criticism) and adjust her performance 
accordingly. I feel like she operates well under pressure which is 
crucial for the setting position,” said Colberg. “My hope for her is 
that she will be instrumental in teaching the new Hornets how to 
practice and compete.” 

Ferguson described Burke as being very straightforward and to 
the point, which helps the players improve on the court by telling 
them what they did wrong and how to improve. 

“As a player she will give it to you exactly how it is. If you don't 
hit the ball hard, she'll tell you and encourage you to do better. 
She's been like that since she was a freshman,’ Ferguson said. 

Burke and Ferguson share a sense of connection because they 
both have come far from home to play volleyball here. Burke's 

ometown is Gainesville, Fla. and Ferguson is from Strathmore, 
Alberta Canada. Each of them has had to deal with missing their

Sacramento State Marching Band is in the midst 
of a new and exciting era under first year Associ- 
ate Director of Bands, Clay Redfield. Redfield will 
also direct the Hornet Revue Pep Band, the Winter 
Percussion, and Winter Guard program along with 
lecturing in Music Education. 

Redfield is the first Sac State alumnus to become 
director of the marching band. He earned a Bachelor 
of Music Degree from Sac State in 1984. Afterwards, 
he earned a Masters of Arts and Letters degree from 
the American Band College of Southern Oregon 
University, as well as a Doctor of Musical Arts degree 
of the University of Nevada, Las Vegas. 

Previously, he served as Fine Arts Division Chair- 
man and Director of Bands at Eastern Arizona Col- 
lege.

That’s only beginning. Within two short years dur- 
ing his stay at Eastern Arizona College, he grew the 
program of 32 students in 2005 to 76 in 2007.. With 
the education background and teaching experi- 
ence, Redfield tries to incorporate everything he has 
learned into his own music philosophy.

Chris Lussier, 25, said he didn’t always believe in God. 
When he was in his teens he considered himself to be a mil- 
itant atheist. Five years ago, Lussier moved next door to-a 
Christian family, that he said he saw as “weirdly nice.” There 
were kids in the family and the mother often invited Lussier 
over for lunch or dinner. 

Lussier noticed at dinner they always prayed before the 
meal. It wasn't a rehearsed prayer, it was what Lussier de- 
scribed as “from the heart” and everyone took a turn at say- 
ing the prayer. At first, he refused to pray, but that he did 
listen. Over time, he changed his view of Jesus and became 
a Christian. 

Lussier is one of two pastors serving Chi Alpha Christian 
Fellowship, which follows a non-denominational program. 
Lussier has served as a pastor for the past year. He received 
his degree in psychology and interned for a year preparing 
to be a pastor. 

Lussier wants people to know that helping people is his 
main concern. 

“I believe that the spiritual needs are just as important as 
the practical, physical needs,’ Lussier said. 

Lussier said their group is authentic and allows people to 
be vulnerable. Everyone trusts each other. Students can talk 
about things and feel safe. 

“The biggest benefit is a long-term community, because 
youre not an isolated group just trying to do something, you 
realize you're a network of groups really trying to bring peo- 
ple together,’ said Lussier. “You meet people in other places 
that are part of Chi Alpha. It’s a great network.’ 

Chi Alpha meets at 7 p.m. every Friday evening in the Red- 
wood Room at the Union. 

There's around 40 members and the service begins with a 
live band that includes two guitarists, a keyboard player, a 
drummer and a singer. The hymns sound contemporary, not 
traditional. The students rise from their chairs and join in the 
singing and clapping. After singing two songs, Pastor Lussier 
comes onto the stage and tells a story. 

Once the service is over, the group usually goes somewhere 
for entertainment or food. After the first meeting on Sept. 5, 
they all went to Leatherby’s for free ice cream.

Estrada came here from Nicaragua. She said she loves learn- 
ing about different cultures and enjoys working on building 
relationships with third culture students that have lived in 
multiple cultures and usually know more than one language. 

Estrada explained there are a lot of fun things.they do 
throughout the year. Lots of time is spent at Scandia during 
the summer. There are pool parties and barbecues, camping, 
skiing in the winter and going to movies. 

Originally, Estrada’s career choice was to be a therapist at 
UC Davis, which she did for awhile. Then she found what she 
loves to do and became a pastor. 

“I plan on staying here for four years. My passion is to work 
with international students,” said Estrada. “This will be my 
first year focusing on them.”

tention from the street. Once you got to the front 
door however, you wouldn't know it. With a slightly 
intimidating bouncer in the front checking IDs and 
enforcing a fairly slack dress code, people wait to get 
inside or sit at the outdoor patio area where they can 
choose to smoke their hookah in the fresh air. That, 
according to waitress/bartender/busser Sophia Ca- 
zarez, is something that Layalina uniquely offers the 
Sacramento hookah crowd. 

“You can smoke it inside or outside, which is 
something that a lot of places don't offer,’ she said. 

She goes on to point out the benefits of Layalina's 
hookah experience. “I know it’s: cheaper, it’s a lot 
cheaper. From Sunday through Wednesday it’s five 
dollars a hookah, we don't charge per person, you 
can refill a bowl of tobacco for like five extra dollars. 
It’s really inexpensive, and the quality of the tobacco 
is excellent,’ Cazarez said. 

Layalina also offers tempting exotic dishes like 
baba ghanouj, which is baked eggplant mixed with 
garlic, lemon juice and tahini sauce. They also offer 
beef shawarma, otherwise known as thinly sliced top 
sirloin, marinated then grilled with onions, pickles, 


special spices and of course that delicious Middle 
Eastern treat, tahini sauce. Appetizers, soups, salads 
and dinner are offered all night only serving to en- 
hance the overall experience of this establishment 
which also employs a disc jockey every night to keep 
the dance floor crowded. 

If you want to hear him though, be sure to ar- 
rive later than the opening time of 5 p.m. He usually 
doesn’t start until later on in the night, and accord- 
ing to Cazarez, depending on the night you come 
you may be in for a treat.

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cent. The longer you stay in school 
however, the higher the chances are 
that you will complete your educa- 
tion. The retention rate for transfer 
students for instance is around 82 
percent, and as those students con- 
tinue their studies at Sac State that 
rate increases. 

None of the characters from “Saved 
by the Bell” were transfer students, 
as all of us who watched the “Col- 
lege Years” will attest to, but there 
are quite a few of them at Sac State. 
Of those 6,300 new students roughly 
3,634 of them were transfer students, 
with a majority of those coming 
from the Los Rios School District. 
Sara Wolf, a former Sacramento City 
College student is now attending 
Sac State and said she has noticed 
the change in demeanor of her new 
classmates. 

“There is a larger majority of people 
that are taking school and their 
classes more seriously, their attitudes 
are different; she said. 

Wolf goes on to say, “I remember 
at Sacramento City College there 
would be a bunch of weird people 
just sitting out, doing dumb stuff and 
talking about nothing.”
